States Government during the preceding year, the report of the 
present committee, presented May Ist, 1871, showed that it had

received but $3,740 from the same source, and that Government 
aid for this purpose had ceased entirely on July Ist, of the same 


year. | 
g 3. That while the Board of Domestic Missions, during the year 
previous to re- union, gave aid to some fourteen of the ministerial 
missionaries of the Assembly’s Committee on Freedmen, to the 
amount of $450 per annum each, and the Presbyterian Commit- 


tee of Home Missions, for a part of that year at least, had as- 


sumed the entire support of all the ministerial missionaries of its 
Freedmen’s Department, the aid granted to these missionaries by 
the Presbyterian Board of Home Missions, on expiration of their 


former commissions, was but $300 per annum, and this to less 
than 20 in all; so that while the amount of aid thus received in 


the year ending May 1, 1871, was $7,168.75, in the following year 
it amounted to but $4,812.50. And since May Ist, of the year 
for which the Committee now reports, it has not received for its 
missionaries any aid whatever from this source. ae 


4. While during the year preceding re-union. the General 


Assembly's Committee alone received aid from the Board of 


Church Extension to the amount of $3,125, the present Com- 
mittee, during the year that followed, received but $1,500 from 
the Board of Church Erection and the organizations to which it 
was successor ; during thehext year but $450, and during the year 


Just closed but $330.50. 


Thus with the sudden loss, early in its first ear, of over 


312,000 annual Government aid; with a large reduction in the 


same year, of amount of aid received from the Board of Home 
Missions; with a loss from this source in the second year—as com- 
pared with the first—of nearly $3,000, with the entire ceasing of 
this aid with the first month of the present year, and with the 
rapid reduction of aid received from the Board of Church Erec- 

tion—a loss averaging to each of the past three years, as com- 
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pared with the receipts of the year preceding, of at least $15,000 
in all some $45,000, without any reduction of the work handed 
over by its predecessors, save that of the general school work of 
one of these to parochial, has your committee continued it, quietly 
striving the while to liquidate the original indebtedness of over 
317, 000, and it confidently trusts the embarrassments named will 
be received as a sufficient reason for its not having, even as yet, 
accomplished that which it so earnestly desired, the entire liquida- 
tion of this constant incubus upon its work, about $5,000 of 
which still remains. „ 
In regard to its pecuniary embarrassments, the Committee is 
fully persuaded that one grand reason is, the failure of man 
of our ministers to acquaint themselves and their people wit 
this work and its wants. Facts could be stated in this connec- 
tion which would astonish those who have not been thus derelict. 
It will be remembered that your Committee employs no finan- 
cial agent, but trusts entirely to the ministers and sessions of our 
Church to secure and forward funds for the wants of the work.

The monthly reports from these Missionaries still manifest 
commendable. * in their work, which God has continued 
to crown with a very encouraging degree of success. 
Preachers, whether colored or white, are taken under care of 
Committee, only after careful inquiry into their adaptation to its 
— work. All the catechists are colored, are appointed by 
‘esbyterial authority, are members of the church, and some of 
them ruling elders; most of them are young men who have en- 
tered upon a course of study for the ministry, and while thus 
engaged, are not only performing very useful church work, but 
in the doing of it are receiving a very necessary practical train- 
ing for future ministerial duties, especially in public speaking. 
Bach of these works under the oversight, and by direction of 
some one of our ministerial missionaries, who by their assistance 
is enabled to carry on a much larger amount of work than could 
. be performed by himself alone. Some of them are young men 
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» Besides these, a number of advanced pupils have been employed as assistants. See also table, p. 14. 


aided by the Board of Education, others receive a small salary 
direct from your Committee. Teachers applying for work under 
our care, in order to being accepted, are required to furnish a 
certificate of membership in the Presbyterian Church, and of 
their qualifications to instruct; and effort is always made to im- 


press them with a sense of the fact that we send them not as mere 


educators, in the ordinary sense of the term, but as Christian 
missionaries, and we are happy to say, that they conduct their 


work accordingly. | 


The Committee pays its missionaries monthly, but only on 
receipt of report of work done. | ee

The united value of these churches, manses and homes is estimated 
at $88,277. This does not include the property of Biddle Memo- 


rial Institute, Wallingford Academy and Scotia Seminary, the 


united value of which is $31,400. | 
Several of our churches have reported marked religious inter- - 
est in the past year, and as a result, that at Greensboro, N. C., 
received 37, that of Chester, S. C., 24, and Midway Macedonia, 
Liberty Co., Georgia, 56, on profession of faith, which makes the 
number of communicants in the church last named 700. 


SCHOOLS. | 
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The past winter has been unusually severe in the South; and 
this, together with the lack of clothing necessary to meet such 
an emergency, has doubtless caused the number of scholars re- 

ported to be less, in both Sabbath and day-schools, than it other- 

wise would have been. 35353 


The eagerness of the Freedmen in general to enjoy the educa- 
tional advantages which our schools afford, still continues, and 
their instructions are sought by day and by night, by the young 
and the old, and your Committee still feels that its Parochial 
schools are of very high value in its work, so much so indeed, 
that it deems its church work very deficient where these are want- 
ing. Not that they are essential to piety, but that they are es- 
sential to that degree of intelligent piety which is so highly ne- 
cessary to fit these lowly people for the proper use of the high 
privileges so suddenly thrust upon them in their deep ignorance. © 
And besides, the Committee feels that it should not be forgotten, 
that, as conducted: by devotedly pious missionary teachers—usually 
females—with prayer, praise, reading of the scriptures, catechet- 
ical instruction, and that silent indescribable power for good which 

oes out from a heart filled with the love of souls, they become 
themselves nurseries of piety to the young, the high value of 
which cannot be computed; and that withal, they are doing a 
wap work, the fruits of which are already visible, in fittin 

undreds of young men and women to go forth as teachers o 
schools among their people—not as teachers who have not enjoyed 
their peculiar advantages—but carrying with them something, 
often much, of the spirit and practice of those by whom they 
have been taught and trained. And yet your Committee, for 
want of means, has not been able to supply one-half its churches - 
with parochial schools; and thus, much of the very best material 
continues, in this regard, waste. And in a field like that in Lib- 
_erty county, Ga., where the sainted C. C. Jonxs, D. D., for so 
long a period continued to sow Gospel seed so faithfully among 
the dense slave population that surrounded him—the rich fruitage 
of whose work is now seen in a single church of 700 members— 
your Committee feels that it is no small thing to fail to give this 
mass of our own Presbyterian people the educational advantages 
which it is its object to afford; and yet we have continued to do 
it from year to year, and still so continue, as the Church has not 
put at the disposal of your Committee the amount of funds that 
would always warrant it in occupying even the most promising 


In the school department of our ‘work are several institutions 
designed to be of a higher order than those usually known as 


~ eommon,” (though some of these are of high grade,) to which 
‘we would call particular attention. | | 
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BIDDLR MRMORIAL Institute, located at Charlotte, N. C., is 
designed for the training of colored preachers, catechists and 
teachers, of their own racſce. 

The Faculty consists of Rev. S. Mattoon, D. D., President; 
Rev. J. H. SEHRDD, and Mr. S. J. BRATTr, Professors, and Mr. 
F. H RoBINSON, Instructor in the Primary Department. 


The Students in attendance the past year number 96—a few 
less than the year previous, owing to the advanced standard re- 
quired for entering. Asa body the students are intensely desirous 
of instruction, a are making every effort in their power both to 
earn the means for their education and to advance in their studies. 
Twelve are in the strictly Theological course, about twenty-five 
in the classical, and the rest in the English Department. 62 are 

professors of religion and 37 candidates for the ministry. Sev- 

eral are looking forward to Africa as their field of labor. During 
the summer vacation the students of the Institute taught about 
40 schools, with near 1,700 scholars, also 21 Sabbath-schools with | ae 
1,334 scholars, and supplied 25 churches, besides doing consider- 

able colporteur work. During the term, sixteen of them act more 

or less as Catechists, and aid in the supply of 20 churches. Others 

of them are actively engaged in the Sabbath-schools and Bible 

work. The active missionary character of the institution is thus 

maintained, while the progress in study is steady and thorough. 


Ne Property of the institution has been increased during the 
year by the purchase of about 12 acres of land for $1,200, the 
erection of a frame building, 40 by 30 feet, for the use of the 
| | students’ boarding club and for dormitories, at a cost of about 
- | $900; and by the gifts of $1,500 to the endowment. i 
i= The grounds now occupy a plat of 20 acres, overlooking the 
* city of Charlotte, and about three-quarters of a mile from its 
: limits. It is one of the finest sites in the country for such an 
institution. The buildings consist of the Institute, a substantial 
frame, 50 by 54 feet, affording chapel, three recitation rooms and 
nine large rooms for dormitories, two commodious houses for pro- 
fessors, a small dormitory of four rooms, and the new building 
erected the past year. The lot and buildings are free from debt, 
78 Mong valued at about $16,000. The endowment amounts to 
, he Pear past has been one of encouragement and of sub- 
d Stantial progress. The Institute is the only one of its grade 
5 under the care our Church, as yet founded in the Southern States. 
Ĩt is engaged in one of the most urgent missionary enterprises in 
the land, and is worthy to receive the entire strength of the 
best men the Church can furnish. The conviction deepens of the 
‘eat work before this institution. It must become a permanent 
ountain of evangelical influence for the African race in our 
country and in Africa. To raise up truly pious and educated 
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leaders for the Freedmen, is really to elevate a nation. It is not 
the work of a year, but requires the steady influence that can 
come only from properly endowed and equipped institutions of the 
higher grade. In this work Biddle Institute ought to be made 
as efficient for good as possible. It stands as our college and Theo- 
logical seminary for the Freedmen, and its post is one of the utmost 
importance, as the field before it is ripe, and broad, and perishing. 
The immediate want is seen in the fact that in the Synod of At- 
lantic there are already 82 churches, nearly all colored, averaging ~ 
90 members each, and as yet there are but about a dozen slaved 
ministers to supply them. 4 


Mie Urgent Pants of the Institute are especially endowments 
and buildings. The General Assembly in 1869 gave this object f 
the most hearty commendation, but the memorial year brought | 
but little, and there is but a nucleus of endowment, ($8,500.) The 
salaries of the Professors are paid by the Committee as are those 
of other Missionaries. We cannot emphasize too strongly the =e 
need of placing the institution on permanent endowments—and at | 
once. There are at present comfortable accommodations for only 
60 students. There should be room for twice as many, besides 
rooms for library, apparatus, cabinets, &c. The special need is 
$10,000 at least, to erect a substantial brick building. These 
wants cannot long be denied without seriously hindering its pros- 
perity and usefulness. We earnestly commend it to the prayers 
- and liberality of all who have an interest in the Freedmen, on 
à2ocount of their past history, their present citizenship and ne- 
3 cessities, or their relations to Africa. a8 | 


Scotia SEMINARY is located at Concord, Cabarras County, N. 
C., Rev. L. DokLAxpD, Superintendent. Its design, as expressed 
in its charter, is to educate colored girls, in Religion, and in the 
Arts and Sciences usually taught in seminaries of a high order; 
and in those domestic duties which belong to the highest type of 
wife, mother, and teacher.“ It was designed, and its location se- 
lected, by the General Assembly’s Committee on Freedmen, 
over four years ago; but funds were entirely wanting until about 
two years and a haif since, when, chiefly by the liberality of the 
late MattHEW Scott, Esq., of Muskingum county, Ohio, the pre- 
sent Committee was encouraged to authorize the purchase of a. 
half-acre lot, with a manse, or home, and the erection of a small 
cary | building thereon. This building is but 24 by 40 feet, 
and with other apartments improvised, for the emergency, has 
afforded accommodations for over fifty boarders, and with the day 
scholars, 73 pupils, whose general good behavior, and proficiency 
in study, are very encouraging. They are taught to cut, make 
‘and mend their own clothing; also finer needle work; and they 
perform the entire household work of the institution, including 
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cooking, washing, i ironing, &c.; all of which is so teien 
that each has a different work to do regularly for one month, 
when the whole is re-arranged for another month; and these du- 
ties are never allowed to trench upon the hours assigned to study 
and recitation. This systematic training is of great value to 
those whose previous condition naturally induced careless habits. 


The boarders have a common table, and at present prices the 
cost of boarding, light and fuel, for the whole term of, eight 
months, does not exceed thirty-two dollars. 


The building cost about $1,000; and with furniture, original | 
urchase, and repairs, the cost of the whole property is estimated 
at $2,081.82. | 

Additional grounds have lately been purchased and paid for, 
for a large permanent building, such as the design and prospects 
of the Seminary demand. This building is greatly needed, and 
should be erected at once. But the policy of your Committee i is 
to incur no debt, and it earnestly asks speedy and liberal dona- 
tions in this behalf. Endowment funds should follow. Scholar- 
ships and partial scholarships are constantly needed to sustain those 
who, though anxious to obtain an education, have not the means 
of self-support. And supplies of ladies“, good second-hand wear- 
ing apparel, to be worn as sent, or cut and made over by the girls 
for their own use, are a very desirable donation. This Seminary 
is chartered by the Governor of the State, is subject to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, and is the only one of 
its kind in our work, or, so far as we know, i in 2 other; and 
being one of so great promise in elevating the daughters of the 
poor neglected, should be well established and sus- 
taine 


AcADRMx, located in Charleston, S. C., 
der the superintendence of Rev. WM. A. Parton, has its name 
from that of the departed husband of Mrs. E. G. WALLINGFoRD, 
whose generous contribution secured its valuable site, free of all 
incumbrance. This site is 40 by about 190 feet, and extends e en- 
tirely through between two streets. :

Tur County ParocuiaL ScHOOL, at Chester, S. O., Rev. 8. 
Loomis, Superintendent, is well located in the edge of Chester, 
upon a lot containing one acre and a quarter. Upon this it has 
a neat two-story frame building, 24 by 44 feet, combining school- 
rooms, and rooms for a missionary ‘“‘ Home, also two cottages, 
(with others in contemplation,) for educational purposes. It 
reports 136 pupils. | | 

The special object of this school is to give higher educational 

2 to the children of the Presbyterian families in the 

r Mission, containing, at present, seven organized churches. 

Of the students now in attendance, twelve have the gospel minis- 

try in view; and five of these, under direction of Mr. Loomis, act 
as.catechists in the surrounding churches. | 


This is a school of much promise, and funds to complete the 
building, and otherwise carry out its design, would be well be- 
stowed.

A neat, plain church, 24 by 50 feet, was erected at Chester last 
year for the use of this Mission, at a cost of $1,000, the donation 
of Mrs. A. OC.

County PaROCHTAL ScHOOL, at Winnsboro’, S. C., Rev. 
WILLARD RroHARDSON, Superintendent, occupies a lot dontaining 
over an acre, upon the front of which is a comfortable Home,’ | 
with pleasant surroundings ; upon the rear a good church and 
school-building, 60 by 33 feet, consisting of three rooms, and be- 
tween these, other unfinished buildings of less value. Its design 
is one and the same with that at Chester, and this Mission has 
about the.same number of churches as that. This school has 
been suspended, temporarily, that the Superintendent might have 
opportunity for collecting funds to meet its necessities. The 
number of students previously reported in attendance was, 120, 


of whom 28 were from a distance, 9 of whom; (young men,) for 
want of better accommodations on the premises, or means to pro- 


cure them elsewhere, lodged in one of the school-rooms—18_ by 
15 feet—appropriated for this use; and 9 girls, for like reasons, 


Ooonpied the ol ‘negro quarters, a light frame shell. 


Of the young men in this school, nine were being trained with a

THE FUTURE OF OUR SCHOOL WORK. 

Whatever attempt has been made by local authority, in states 
where our work has been conducted, to establish a free school 
system for both races, its success, as yet, has been very limited, 
and its working very uncertain ; and under existing circumstances, 
it seems but reasonable to judge, that the time for its final success 
is by no means near at hand, and that schools, such as our paro- 
chial system affords, will be greatly needed, so long at least as 
during the lifetime of that generation of blacks, who being slaves 
were proclaimed Freedmen. But whatever influence the future 
establishing of free school systems, the passing „ of this gene- 
ration, and the rising up of another of higher moral and intellect- 
ual culture, may have in doing away with the necessity of contin- 
uing a parochial school system, such as ours, your Committee 
feels deeply that those schools of a higher order, which it is en- 
deavoring to establish, should be so established, endowed and 
guarded, as to make them permanancies for the benefit of those for 
whom they have been undertaken; fountains whose perennial 
streams, from generation to generation, shall continue to make 
glad the hearts of the descendants of those for whose uplifting we 
now labor. Yet with the best success for which we may reasona- 
bly hope in this regard, time will be required for the accomplish- 


ing. | 
: These institutions of higher grade are earnestly commended to 
the Christian liberality of our Church, and we ask for their special 


wants, generous donations, over and above the amounts contrib- 
uted to our general work. 
A number trained in our ordinary parochial schools have al- 


ready been employed as teachers in state and private schools, but 


we have no definite statistics in relation to them. In regard to 


those named above, five in number, as of a higher order, the fol-

WORK 


The work of your Committee is larger and more complicated 
than—as we judge —seems generally supposed. It includes the 
Preacher, Catechist and Teacher; the Church, visitation, and 
school; church and school buildings, with manse or home, and 
grounds for each; books for the needy, and clothing for the poor;
